As our faith in the Book of Mormon as a 

record of the ancient inhabitants of America. 
written by comfnandment of God. revealed 

by the ministration of an Angel, & translated 
by the gift and power of God, is looked upon 

by this generation as a proof of the extreme 
fully and ignorance of the Latter-day Saints 
in’veacral, I+ shall give a few reasons for 
believing that the coming forth of such a re- 
cord is perfectly consistent with reason, 
scripture, and the character of God. 

1 shall commence by quoting the testi- 

mony of the apostle Paul. Acts xvii, 24, 
“God who made the world and all things 
therein, seeing that Ile is Lord of heaven 
and earth, dwelleth not in temples made with 
hands, neither is worshipped with men’s 
hands, as though he reedeth any thing; 
seeing Ile giveth to all, life, and breath and 
wi thinys ; and. hath made of one blood all 
nations of men to dwell on all the face of the 
earth, and hath determined the times before 
appointed, and the bounds of their habita- 
tion.”’ From this passage we learn that 
wherever we find men upon the face of the 
earth, that they are all of one blood, (the 
offspring of God, see verse 29,) and if one 
man should come into the world in an age of 
darkness and ignorance, and another in an 
age of light and intelligence, it was God who 
determined the umes before appointed, and 
thus the particular time when we should 
dwell on the earth has been determined be- 
fore by God, and not only this, but the par-

dwell, thus, if one part of mankind are born 
in Britain, another in Hindostan, another in 
Turkey, and another in the wilds of Amen- 
ca, it was God who appointed the bounds of
